T he bad characters always gets the 
best lines,’ says Jerry Hall, with 
an appropriately over the top 
cackle. I’m joining her at 
Richmond Theatre a few weeks before 
she starts rehearsals for her pantomime 
debut and it’s clear she’s relishing the 
prospect of playing the Wicked Queen in 
Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs. 

‘She is incredibly beautiful and vain, 
so it will be a big stretch for me,’ she 
tells me, laughing again. ‘I’m hoping to 
get a good booing and then I know I’ll 
be doing it right. I have been very 
inspired by Angelina Jolie’s Maleficent 
and I get to wear the same horns.’ 

Although rising to fame as a model, 
Jerry, now 58, has done plenty of acting 
work over the years on both stage and 
screen. Is the Wicked Queen the nastiest 
character she’s ever been asked to 
portray, I ask. She initially proffers Mrs 
Robinson, who she played in the West 
End, as the most villainous of all her 
roles, before settling on her pantomime 
baddie: ‘Sleeping with your daughter’s 
boyfriend as Mrs Robinson does is pretty 
bad. Although murdering your step¬ 
daughter, is probably worse - I’ve never 
played a murderer before.’ 

Before meeting Jerry, I feared she 
might be a little intimidating, a 
presumption I put down to a personal 
fear of supermodel-divas. She assures 
me that I, and anyone else with that idea, 
has got her wrong - although she might 
look the part of the Wicked Queen with 
her statuesque frame and striking 
features, she doesn’t think that people 
are intimidated by her in everyday life. 

‘I don’t know,’ she says, ‘I’m not sure 
people think I’m severe, so I’m going to 
have work on that for the show.’ 

One thing you can say for definite 
about her is that she isn’t afraid to laugh 
at herself, which is just as well 
considering she’s about to spend five 
weeks doing panto. She follows up that 
initial joke about her vanity with a crack 
about how her ‘fabulous’ outfits for the 
show ‘make her look like a drag queen’. 
And she is bracing herself for plenty of 
Rolling Stones gags to be thrown her 


way in reference to her famous marriage 
to ex-husband Mick Jagger. 

The pair set up their family home in a 
magnificent house on Richmond Hill 
more than 20 years ago. Jerry still lives 
there and it continues to provide a base 
for her and Mick’s four grown-up 
children. She says the minute she moved 
to Richmond she decided she never 
wanted to live anywhere 
else and talks with 
great reverence for 
‘magical’ Richmond 
Park and the regular 
walks she takes by the 
river. She also, no 
surprise perhaps, loves 
the shops, name¬ 
checking Matches as her favourite. 

Although their marriage was annulled 
in 1999, Jerry and Mick have remained 
on friendly terms. She says he will be 
there at Richmond Theatre on Snow 
White's opening night, and deserves 
credit for first introducing her to the very 
British delights of pantomime. The 
Texan, who moved to the UK in the 
1970s, had never experienced anything 
like it. ‘Mick was all excited to show me 
what it is like,’ she says. ‘When he took 


me to my first one I just loved it.’ 

Jerry and Mick made it an annual 
family tradition to take their children to 
the pantomime at Richmond Theatre, but 
she says it is only now that she has been 
able to fulfil her desire to perform in one. 
‘I’ve been asked to be in the pantomime 
here many times,’ she says, ‘but when 
the kids were younger it was impossible 
to get away during the 
Christmas holidays. 
Now my youngest is 
16 so I have finally 
been able to say yes.’ 
As well as 

experiencing panto for 
the first time from the 
stage, the chance to 
enjoy an extended run at one of her 
favourite theatres, which she is also a 
patron of, was another very good reason 
for agreeing to take up the Wicked 
Queen’s crown. ‘Richmond Theatre is 
such a beautiful place that has been 
superbly restored and looked after,’ she 
says, ‘and if it snows the Green will just 
be beautiful. I love a white Christmas.’

Harlequins flanker and Englana 
captain Chris Robshaw reveals 
why he can't waitfor Christmas

With Northampton this year it’s going to 
be an extremely tough game. 


C hris Robshaw began playing 
rugby when he was seven at 
Warlingham RFC. After 
school he joined the 
Harlequins Academy and made his 
senior debut in 2005. He is due to make 
his 200th senior professional appearance 
for the club. He is the third longest 
serving England captain behind Will 
Carling and Martin Johnson. 


It’s an exciting time for rugby. What 
are you most looking forward to? 

The autumn QBE series is so exciting. 
You look at the four teams coming over to 
Twickenham and it is the who’s who of 
world rugby. They’re the teams that 
every player wants to play against, and 
it’s great to be back at Twickenham - 
the best stadium going - in front of 
80,000 English fans who really give you 
that buzz. 


X-Factor or various dance 
routines or bands, Hovercrafts... 

It’s a great family day out and it’s a 
brilliant day for everyone involved - my 
family have been every year and really 
enjoy it. You enjoy some good rugby and 
great entertainment on the pitch. 


You’ve mentioned it’s a Christmas 
game. Do you get to celebrate? 

It’s always tough at Christmas, you have 
to be quite dedicated and be picky with 
your decisions, [such as] if you have 
seconds or not. You have to make sure 
you monitor yourself. I’ll be at home 
with the family. We train Christmas Eve 
in the morning and then we train Boxing 
Day in the afternoon. You have to make 
sure that you are on top of it... you’ve 
got to perform to your best and to make 
sure you’re as ready as you can be. 


The Big Game Seven takes place at 
Twickenham, what goes through 
your head running onto the pitch? 

I’m just hugely excited. As a player I’ve 
always wanted to play at Twickenham. 
With Quins playing the Big Game and 
the Double Header, we’ve probably 
played there a little bit more than most 
of the Premiership sides... it really is a 
second home. [The Big Game] is 
fantastic, we park at the stoop and walk 
over the bridge all together, through the 
car parks and you see everyone there 
really enjoying themselves and really 


The Big Game is in its seventh year. 
How have you seen it grow? 

The amount of people who come is 
outstanding. I think the first year there 
was about 50,000 but now they’re selling 
out. It’s fantastic for the club, the 
spectators and for the charities involved. 
To see a club take a Christmas game to 
80,000 [people] and seeing the Quins 
flags and the Quins shirts in their 
thousands, it’s just tremendous. It has 
become part of the Christmas calendar. 
The party atmosphere has always been 
there with various acts, whether it’s

Cookbook for Christmas? Why Tom Parker Bowles’ 
latest appeals to carnivores and vegetarians alike

C onsidering Tom Parker 
Bowles, on a monthly 
basis, waxes lyrical about 
London’s fine dining 
connoisseurs, the way our 
conversation is veering is 
rather surprising. ‘I like 
McDonalds and 
Kentucky,’ he shrugs, 

‘there’s a time and a place. 

I find it very difficult to 
walk past McDonalds after 
a disgusting breakfast at 
around 10.30am and not pop in for a 
cheeseburger. Then again, that’s why I 
am on the 5:2 diet...’ 

Chatting to Tom is a breathless

experience - whatever the question, he 
quickly fires off anecdotes, often heading 
off on a tangent. It’s impossible not to 
warm to him, explaining why there’s not 
a bad word said about him 
in the industry. There’s 
also not a bad word to be 
found in his latest book, 
Let’s Eat Meat. ‘There 
have been lots of brilliant 
meat books, but I find as I 
get older I eat less meat.’ 

It’s why in Tom’s book 
you will find chapters entitled simply 
Meat, through to Less Meat, Meat As 
Seasoning and even No Meat. ‘Look at 
the likes of Bruno Loubet and Grain 


Store -1 really love that place,’ Tom 
enthuses of the meat-free menu at the 
King’s Cross hotspot. ‘I’d rather eat 
good vegetarian food than rubbish meat.’ 

It’s an important point, as Tom is keen to 
stress we should all seek out ‘good’ 
meat. Who would he say are the meat 
champions in London? ‘I love Moens 
down south,’ Tom starts. ‘I love the 
Ginger Pig - expensive, but then good 
meat is. Lidgates in Holland Park are an 
institution. Butchers are the heroes of 
the meat world. They want to share 
their knowledge.’ 

Looking at the recipes inside the 
book, on which he says that ‘I can cook 
them, so anyone can cook them’, they 
come from a host of sources - good 
friends, dishes based on Tom’s restaurant 
experiences and things that have cropped 
up from the everyday mundane. ‘Take 
this one,’ Tom says, pointing to the 
Harissa and Za’atar marinated chicken 
kebab with chilli raita. ‘I was walking 
home one night and my wife asked if we 
can eat healthy that night. I was thinking 
chicken and walking down the Uxbridge 
Road, thinking of the amazing kebabs 
you find here. A good kebab is 
something wonderful and all I had to do 
was buy some fresh flatbread and spices.’ 
Healthy takeaway, a book about meat 
featuring a chapter with 
no meat... Let’s Eat 
Meat may well be one 
of the most surprising, 
and refreshing, 

Christmas presents 
out there.

AT HOME 
WITH HESTON 

In between exporting the Fat Duck to Australia and maintaining his 
culinary empire, Heston Blumenthal is happily at home in Barnes

B ames has played host to many 
a celebrity over the years, and 
the latest to join the club is 
Heston Blumenthal. 

Cookery’s mad scientist, renowned for 
his experimental and enchanting cooking 
style, now resides in SW13, and so far, 
rather likes his new surroundings. ‘I love 
it,’ he says, ‘I couldn’t imagine living 
anywhere else.’ High praise from a man 
with a three Michelin-starred restaurant 
and an OBE among his list of accolades. 

The Paddington-born chef with 
a penchant for nitrous oxide has come 
a long way since dropping out of 
Raymond Blanc’s Le Manoir academy at 
18. Since then, he has taught himself the 
French classical repertoire while working 
a string of unfulfilling jobs - a credit 
controller, among others - before finding 
success as a restaurateur when he took

the reins at a run-down pub in nearby 
Berkshire. The pub, which would be 
re-branded The Fat Duck, became the 
quickest establishment to ever gamer 
three Michelin stars, and ensured Heston 
household name status among foodies. 
The success of The Fat Duck lead to the 
chef opening two further restaurants - 
The Crown and The Hind’s Head - in 
the same town of Bray. Today, he is 
celebrated as one of Britain’s finest and 
most innovative chefs, applying 
scientific, precise and 
often bizarre methods 
to traditional cooking 
that have been featured 
on several television 
shows. Heston s Feasts 
and Heston s 
Fantastical Food have 
drawn some of 
Channel 4’s largest ratings in recent 
years, and, not content with dominance 
on our screens, Heston has guest-judged 
on Australia’s version of MasterChef, 
tying neatly into his plans for world 
domination on a culinary scale. 

While he admits he leaves most of the 
cooking at The Fat Duck to his tmsted 
head chef Jonny Lake these days, his 
location makes it easy for him to 
maintain a hands-on approach at The 
Duck and its neighbouring restaurants. 

‘I can get to Bray in 40 minutes, even in 
msh hour,’ he explains. He highlights the 
convenience of Barnes’ locale in relation 


to London: ‘It’s easier [to get to Bray] 
than me getting to Knightsbridge which 
is only three miles the other way, due to 
accessibility. I could not imagine living 
anywhere else,’ he stresses. 

Close proximity to his stable of 
restaurants was a key factor in Heston’s 
decision to relocate to Barnes, as well as 
the choice of places to dine closer to 
home of the sort of quality that would 
impress a master chef. SW13 boasts some 
of London’s hidden gastronomic gems, 
and he picks out 
Italian restaurant Riva 
for special praise, 
claiming ‘restaurant 
wise, Riva is one of 
the greatest in 
London.’ The intimate 
Italian establishment is 
held in high regard, 
not only by Heston, but by some of his 
most esteemed contemporaries; Jamie 
Oliver and Gordon Ramsay both cite it as 
a firm favourite of theirs, while Fay 
Maschler and AA Gill are also known lovers 
of Riva’s Lombardy region delicacies. 

‘Gail’s is great. And Londis! Their 
wine list is put together by Bibendum, 
which is one of the best wine merchants 
in London,’ he goes on to reveal, when 
quizzed on his favourite stockists in the 
area. ‘Barnes has one of the best bakers 
and one of the best butchers in London.’ 

When asked whether or not he will be 
bringing his own brand of gastro charm 


to the area, he sadly replies ‘no, not yet.’ 
Heston, as with many of his culinary 
creations, has far grander plans, which 
extend to another continent entirely. 

2014 has been a year of rapid expansion 
for the Heston Blumenthal empire in the 
southern hemisphere. The chef has 
unleashed some of his fantastical 
creations on the supermarkets and 
restaurants of Australia, using his 
exposure on MasterChef as a platform 
for further success. While his flagship 
restaurant is closed for renovation in 
Berkshire next year, normal service will 
resume in Oz, with Heston opening up 
shop in Melbourne by relocating The Fat 
Duck there for six months. 

With Christmas approaching, Heston 
is torn between spending it at home in 
Barnes or in Australia, where he will 
begin his new adventure next year. ‘I’ve 
not sorted that out yet. I’ll have to make 
a decision very soon,’ he says. For now 
though, the 48-year-old is enjoying his 
time in Barnes: ‘I like 
the tranquillity, apart 
from the planes 
overhead, obviously. 

It has community; 
a village pond, great 
pubs and great 
restaurants.’

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Marrakech may draw the crowds, hut the sights and sounds of Fez, 
Morocco's oldest imperial city, will linger in your thoughts for years to come

T he average Londoner might think 
they’re pretty well-equipped for 
the tumult of a big city, but make 
no mistake - a few delayed 
mornings on the District line are no 
match for the commotion of the Fez el 
Bali, the walled medina of Fez. The city, 
which once held the title of Morocco’s 
capital until the mantle was later passed 
to Rabat, is fiercely proud of its history, 
and stepping into this town offers a 
better education on ancient Morocco 
than any text could hope to achieve. 

The medina, which is recognised as 
an UNESCO World Heritage Site, closes 
in 10,000 car-free streets and is a 
bewitching puzzle of narrow alleyways, 
where the buildings are packed so tightly 


that you can scarcely see the rooftops 
overhead. It’s overwhelming to say the 
least, but if you step back, and take a 
deep breath - your senses will thank you 
later. Start with the best known entrance 
- the famous Bab Boujeloud gate, a 
towering horseshoe arch decorated with 
white and cobalt blue tiles. 

Craftsmanship is key to Fez’s 
personality - and in the heart of the 
medina, we see that it is a part of 
everyday life, not an affectation for the 
tourists. Step into Place Seffarine, the 
home of the metalworkers early in the 
day, and find them sitting cross-legged, 
shaping copper and brass, creating a 
natural beat as they chime in unison. 
Walking through the passageways, 


you’re likely to see silk lines stretched 
along the walls, left there to spin by the 
weavers. At the Souk el-Attarine, orange 
spices and henna are piled high in 
perfectly-formed cones, and smiling 
salesmen will promise to cure whatever 
ails you with homemade potions in jars. 

Getting lost is part of the fun - but it 
can lead to a lot of lost time unless you 
come prepared; the best way to see the 
medina is to book an official guide 
through your hotel. Avoid anyone on the 
street that is being overly pushy with 
directions, or offers a ‘tour’ - you’re 
likely to find yourself being led to 
remote parts of the city, and coerced into 
giving a series of ‘donations.’ 

The famous tanneries of Fez will be 
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smelled before they are seen - but don’t 
let that deter you, it’s nothing a sprig of 
mint under the nose can’t fix. The birds- 
eye views of the Chouara Tannery are 
unlike anything else in the world - 
below, the stone pits appear like a paint 
pot palette. Some hold beautiful 
vegetable dyes, others - pigeon 
excrement used for treating the skins. 
Workers go about their business, 
chopping cowhides with machetes in 
searing heat as tourists haggle over 
leather bags in the shops above. 

When it comes to food, try the ‘hole 
in the wall’ stalls on your exploration of 
the medina. Pitstops for fresh mint tea 
can be found almost everywhere, as can 
sellers of pastille or ‘pigeon pie’. If 
you’re after something a little more 
accessible, try a bowl of bessara, a 
beautifully simple soup made with dried 
broad beans, oil and garlic, served with a 
large slab of crusty bread. 

Peaceful accommodation is an 
essential part of a stay in Fez - respite 
from the madness of the old town will 


added a fresh lemon to my meal when it 
fell to my feet from the tree overhead. 
All of the 14 luxury suites are typically 
plush - but the real attraction here is the 
traditional Moroccan hammam. A scrub 
in the exfoliation room offfers the best 
antidote to bring you back to life after a 
busy day in the souks. 

As a city Fez takes time, strength and 
patience - the medina in particular plays 
by its own rules - but if you’re looking 
for an authentic experience of Morocco, 
it’s worth playing the game.

Looking at property trends in Richmond for 2015 


W ith Christmas and the 
New Year fast 
approaching, I am sure 
that many of you may be 
contemplating a move and wondering 
what 2015 will bring in terms of the 
property market locally.
